He should be glad to see the tenure of 
all subordinate officers mate fonger at 
least tham a presidential term, so that the 
incoming of a new administration wuuld not 
be crippled or injured. “Seven years would 
be a good length tor a term and would ettect 
the desired end. He did not believe that a 
life tenure wonld be wise, even if practicable, 
and was it Was not practicabfe, because 
it means pensions in the end, and might cre- 
ate a “privileged class,”’ nor was he sure that 
life temure insures the best, host faith- 
ful, and most honorabie service, but be- 
lieved a man would be ou be otticer 
if his commission should. -expire at 
stated periods, and his reappointment 
depend upon his efficiency. It will prove 
a fur easier task to educate public opinion to 
the renewal of eppointinents tu etticient and 
valnable officers, with sufficient salary to en- 
able them to lay by something fer « rainy 
day, than it will be to get popular consent to 

fe tenures with pensions to a large civil list, 
constantly growing in number and con- 
stantiy provoking opposition in the pupu- 
lar mind. Thissystem belongs to royalty and 
he did not believe that it could be domestica- 
ted in this republic, nor that those who agita- 
ted it could ever reach & practical result.

000 for it, and immediately commenced to 
improve it. As soon ashe got the place under 
way and weli stocked he brought his family 
here and spent the summer. The place was 
so beautiful and attractive, and being so near 
the city, that he soon found it ten times more 
pleasant than any resort heever visited.

This kind 1 eat before 
breakfast and in between meals, the others I 
will take for dessert, with sugar and cream at 
ineals. Now, while 1 am in the erchard | 
pick a large rosy cling stone, peel it, and then 
bury my mouth in it, what a delicious 
mouthful, Talk your oranges, 
the peach is the king of fruits. Con- 
tinuines hry walk, I pass hundreds of 
trees loaded with luscious, inviting, ripe 
plums, appies and pears, melon patches, 
Wheat fields, corn fields, and oat patches, not 
to mention the grass and clover patches, J 
fll my pockets with fruit. Iam determined 
to have my fill—and may be the cholera mor- 
bus. I go through a grape arbor and entera 
vineyard, where enough. grapes are raised to 
make enough wine to keep this community 
ona drunk till Christmas.

They say 
that where there is such quantities of fresb 
fruit that the desire for intoxicating drink is 
very little.

The owner 
Nook farm, whom I shall call Farmer 
told me that his neighbor next door 
finest drove of Jerseys in the south. 
e has, says, ery Pientiful, ‘‘about 
thirty or forty head of full- blood Jersey cows 
and iwo bulls that over $500 each. A 
female calf is worth $100 the day she is born. 
Jersey butter is worth 45cents per pound, and 
every pound is contracted for in Atlanta for 
the next twelve months. The buttermilk is 
fed to pigs, and in that way the finest breed 
of Berkshires are raised. °An ordinary Jersey 
will give tour or five gallons of milk a day; 
this will make two pounds of butter. Now 
take your pencil and figure, because I don’t 
want you to think I am going to try and in- 
duce vou to go at Jersey farming on these old 
red hills of Georgia.”’

“Well, you see, they are grazed in grass 
pastures and stall fed, and the same care is 
bestowed on them that we give a horse.

The 
milk is rich and makes nearly twice as much 
butter as the common cow. Stull these half 
breeds do not equal the pure stock, and next 
year Cozy Nook farm will be stocked with the 
registered Jerse ys from. the finest herds in 
America. have ji “ received an invitation 
to visita rich Jersey breeder—that is, a herd- 
er of stock for market. I have accepted ¢ the 
invitation, and will give you tlie benefit of 
my observations in a future letter. 

WHAT I EAT. 

Talk about eating; give me country living 
fora while. I have breakfasted in the High- 
lands of Scotland on Scotch lamb-chops; I 
have lunched at Delmonico’s; died at thie 
Brunswick; supped at Richter’s in Paris, and 
ate a maccaroniin Naples, tapered with Ne- 
apolitan cream, but I believe that I never en-

Folks who live out their lives in the city and 
spend their vacations at fashionable resorts, 
do not know what real livingis. They have 
never become acquuinted with nature. 

IN CONCLUSION, 

If more wealthy people would turn their 
money and prone to improving country 
places, and spending a portion of their time 
thereon, they would be longer lived and cer- 
tainly healthier and happier men and s&vomen. 
Instead of spending their few remaining years 
amid stone and brick wallsin the city, they 
could have found peace -in the country and 
might have become better acquainted with 
their Maker through his wonderful works. 
Charles Dickens, in speaking of a country 
home, says: ‘‘Whocan describe the pleasure 
and delight, the peace of mind and soft tran- 
quility that is felt in the balmy air, and among 
the green hills and rich woods of a country 
home!

The avoidance of malaria by tourists and travel- 
ers consists chiefly, of course, in the prac Lice of that 
geld:n rule for the prevention of sea-sickness, 
which consists in not going to sea, and in keeping 
away from malarial districts where they are known, 
or in the examination Of doubtful piaces by the 
eye, rather than in trusting to the good faith of ho- 
tel keepers and residents. If, however, the disease 
makes 1ts appearance, or circumstances Compe! a 
residence in un infected district, it may be remem- 
bered that the malaria clings to the earth unless 
when subjected to a strong current of air, 
and that, therefore, the lower rooms of the 
houses are more dangerous than the upper. Old 
residents of malarial districts will tell you to keep 
outofthe sun at midday and from the mornin 
aud evening air, and in the latter case it is believe 
thatthe dews, which condense the poison so as to 
prevent its dissemination through the atmosphere, 
increase the risk of infection. itis considered par- 
ticularly dangerous to be exposed to the poison 
with an emply stomach, and personal susce plibiiity 
is also greatly increased by intemperance, fatigme, 
sudden changes of temperature, mental depres- 
sion, exhaustion, or any cause which reduces the 
general V igor. The poison is believed to enter the 
systert through the lungs or the stemach, and 
hence the precaution in regard to the air and fvod. 
The disease is not contagious, and no danger need 
ve apprehended on that score. Its cure belongs to 
the province ef the physician, but quinine is ad- 
mitted to be a preventive and may be wisely taken 
with moderation in all cases of exposure. ‘he 
disease is nota fatal one in itself, or rarely so, but 
it greatly weakens the constitution and predisposes 
itto ali other attacks, and it is, therefore, to be 
avoided, if possible.

REPAIRS AT THE CaPITOL. 


A Talk with: Colone! J. HK. Raird, Superintendent of 
the Public Property of the State. 

Up, up the winding stairs of the state house 
yesterday Went a CoNsTITUTION reporter and 
Colonel JoTh B. Baird, In the narrow, dusty 
hallway just under the roof, the two paused 
for breath, and then through a door and out 
upon the joists, to which the ceiling laths 
were nailed, the two carefully picked their 
way. fhe colonel and the were just 
under the slate roof and just above tie ceil- 
ing. 

“Suppose | were to go crushing through the 
plastering,’ asked the reporter, ‘how far 
would I tall?’ 

‘You would hall tothe floor of the house 
of fyepresentatives,’ replied the colonel. 
*Pfobably forty or fifty feet.” 

Much of the slate roofing was off and the 
conversation turned upon the work in pro- 
gress on the capitol Said Colonel Baird: 

‘The work now in progress was ordered by 
the last legislature. It is thorough and per- 
manent and consists of repairs on the walls 
and roof. When completed it will make the 
building one of the most substantial in the 
city. The appearance of the building will be 
greatly beneiiied. The work is designed and 
superintendéd by Mr. Calvin Fay, architect, 
uoder the general direction of myself. No 
contracts have been made, but the hands 
employed and bills for material furnished are 
paid on the approval of Mr. Stroup, the fore- 
man, and the proper state officers every week 
by executive warrant. In this way only the 
actual netcost of labor and materials is in- 
curred.”’ 

‘What was the trouble with the roef?’’ 

‘The trouble with the roof was two fold. 
First, the shrinkage of the tmmense timbers 
composing the several members of the trusses 
upon which it had caused the foot of 
each raiter to slip through the heavy iron 
stirrup hetding it to fts corresponding tie- 
brain, Qiki hus caused the roof tosink or 
‘sag’’ ‘each truss, except one, which rests 
ie length on the foundation wall 
between the senate chamber and representa- 
tive bali. his shrinkage occurred whiie tlie 
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| tinnbers were fresh, within three years after 


the house was built, and close observations 
and the reports of a number of architects and 
engineers from time to time show that none 
of the members of the several tresses have 
changed position since that time. It was 
considered best, however, to ‘‘make assurance 
doubly sure,’’ to place wrought iron ties, con- 
sisting of 2x%. inch eye-bars, coupled together 
by large wrought pins alcng each side of the 
tie brace of every truss, firmly bolted at tlie 
ends through very heavy cast iron ‘‘shoes’’ at 
the foot of each rafter, thus more than doub- 
ling the strength of each tie braced and se- 


curing the foot ofeach rafter beyond thre pos-

sibility of motion under any amount of 
weight or strain. This has been done, and 
about six feet of the south wall from the top, 
which had been bulged out by the 
spreading of the rafters, has been 
taken down and put up plumb,’’ 

“What was the next trouble?” 

“The second trouble was the manner in 
which the slate was originally put on, it 
having been so much ‘“‘spread”’ that day light 
could be seen from thé garret, where we now 
stand, between almost ailthe pieces. There- 
fore the sheeting fs now being taken off, a few 
“squares’ at a time, On account of the 
changeable weather. The rafters which had 
sunk below the proper level are furred up and 
recovered, and the slate put on close and 
properly with ample lap to prevent anp possi- 
ble leak.”’ 

“The southwest -corner of the building,” 
continued Colonel! Baird, “about which so 
much has been said and written,settled down 
slightly within three years after the building 
was completed on account of a defecttve 
foundation and the cutting of numerous wip- 
dows which weré not contemplated when the 
building was designed. Close observation 
and measurement show that, like the roof, 
no change whatever has occurred since that 
time—ten years ago—but on the same theory 
of absolute and unquestionable safety, it 1s 
being strengthened by long and stout “‘buck- 
staves’? and strong iron rods reaching to the 
middle pilasters of both the south and west 
walls, on both sides frach and firm!y bolted 
through plates passing through the walls. The 
rods are let into the walls so as not tu show on 
either #de.”’ 

‘*Whatelse will you do?” 

‘The entire walls outside will be covered 
with the new brick color ‘‘duresco”’ and pen- 
eciled; the iron front on the north and east 
side, the cornices and frames all round and 
tae ciock tower will be repaired and painted. 
Some of the interior walls will probably be 
likewise renovated with paintand kalsomine. 
This will cover all the substantial repairs to 
the building which are necessary niall busthcr- 
ized by the act under which the work is done. 
If the legislature will then provide for re- 
furnishing the building throughout, while it 
w.il not be such a capitol as the state ought 
to have, 1t will at least cease to be an eyesore 
and a reproach, and will answer the purpose 
very well until the new capitol can be built.”

Judge Ueoeyt Nominated on the Two Hundred and 
Thirty-Ninth Ballot Yesterday. 

The senatorial convention met yesterday at 
the Kimball house at 10 o'clock pursuant to 
adjournment. The baleting proceeded with- 
out any change from the day before, Judye 
Hoyt receiving six voles and Mr. Spence six. 
On the fifty-eighth bellot the Cobb. county 
delegation began casting its ballot for Mr. D. 
P. Furguson, of Clayton. On the one bundred 
and hiity -ffourWaballot the Cobb COURTY dele- 
gation went back to Colonel Sp. This, 
hewever, was not until the afternoon session, 
The tirst ballet in the afternoon was the one 
hundred and forty fifth since the opening of 
the convention. There did not appear to be 
much chance of a nomination. Cobb stood 
up squarely tor Clayton, while Fulton yoted 
solidly every time for Judge Hoyt. Mr. 
George FEF. Gober read. a telegram from 
Mr. L. H. Tanner, of Cobb, naming 
Mr. M. G. Whitlock as his proxy. Mr. Whit- 
lock’s name was enrolled. Mr. Gober ad- 
dressed the convention urging harmony and 
the importance of making @ nomination. Mr. 
McCandless suggested that the best way to 
settle the trouble was forthe Cobb county 
delegation to vote fora Fulton county man. 
Mr. Doyal made asfrong appeal for Clayton 
und presented the claims of the county in a 
very strong light. Hesaid that Clayton had 
not had a senator in 16o0r 17 years, and he 
thought she was entitled to it now. The 
county demanded it asa.matter of right. 
Mr. John N. Dann replied to Mr. Doyal. He 
said that by the democratic voting population 
Clayton would get one term to Fulton’s 
eight, and that if the oftice was given 
out according to the amount of tax paid to 
the state, Clayton wouid have it one time 
when Fulton had had it fourteen.
